The Southeast Missouri Agricultur- ^ ]oan0<i t0 
a! Bureau with local office at Sikes- pora rjiy in i 
ton, has recently contracted with the 
American Serum Co., of Sioux 
City, 
Iowa for a large quantity of serum 
and vims, at a very reasonable price. 
The Scott County Farm Bureau has 
made arrangements with the South­ 
east Missouri Agricultural Bureau to 
furnish this serum to Farm Bureau 
members at $1.00 per hundred cc. 
this is 25c a hundred cc. less than the 
old price, and is also that much cheap­ 
er than the fanner can secure it else­ 
where.
